which conceros one of ouk Far Enstern 
contemporsries intimately, and consti- 
tutes a strange commentary on certain 
blatant trumpet-blowings of the Shang- 
hai Mercury. To begin at the very 
first, the Kole Chronicle took up the 
[London Daily Chronicle's telegram 
about Weilisiwei, credited to the Cea- 
tral News, and analysed it, showing 
that in about o column of printed mat- 
ter there were abont twenty lines of 
genuine news, « huodred lines or so of 
immoterial embellishment, and a hun- 
dred of very material tabrication—ships 
sunk that never sank,.and soon. That 
is the firat tangible point, that the Cen- 
tral News reported the Zéngyuen und 
Chenyuen sunk when really those vessels 
were not.suok; the Chenytwen is still 
afloat. There is nd room to argue 
about that; the sbip is all right, and 
the Central News said she bad gone 
down. It is not a matter of opinion, 
nor of journalistic taste, nor of discre- 
tion—there is the ship, afloat and large 
as life. Thero were other points for 
criticism, but the Chenyuen is the most 
striking ; .s0, to simplify matters, ‘we 
will confine our-attention to the Chen- 
yuen How come the O.N. to sink her? 
‘Lhe Central News had been chargin 
clients {i.e. newspaper proprietors) with 
fees for ‘reliable news from our own 
correspondent at the front ;’ and o maa 
at the front could not make auy mistake 
about whether the Chenynen was afloat 
or not, for Weibaiwei was then the front, 
and she was there all the time. 
the Central News did not supply the 
article specified in the contract, and 
therefore should in justice have refunded 
the money. Not thatha single error 
would matter so much; but the particular 
despatch in question, the one which 
gave tise to the original remarks of the 
Kobe paper and the subsequent criticisms 
in London; contained a Whole column of 
such ertora. Palpably, therofore, it wasa 
fraud. Whatever side issues way be rais- 
ed, the fact rewains that the C.N, guaran- 
teed ‘ reliable news from our own wan at 
| the front,’ and supplied grossly inaceur-
